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Wind Tunnel Tests Change | 
Designs of Automobiles’ 


ERONAUTICAL research will! 

have a decided effect on future 
automobile styles in the United 
States. Already tests made-in Eu- | 
rope, where the high price of gaso- 
line is » decided factor, have pointed 
the way to the elimination of some 
of resistance encountered by 
moving automobiles, according to 
the Modern Science Institute, of 
Toledo, O., which states:— 

“As scientists Know, 2 iast moving 
object acting on still. air makes it 
present tne character istic of. a solid, 
just as a body moving.at high speed 
makes water react as a hard ovject. 
This can be demonstrated by S:sap- 
ping the hand on water. A machine 
traveling at the high speed attain- 
able by present-day automuvuiles 
strikes against the air almost as if 
it were hitting a_ solid object. 
Recognizing this, the manutacturers 
have been trying to so sireambne 
their cars us to reduce this resist- 
ance to the minimum. 

“Experiments conducted by -en- 
gineers in controlled ventilation 
gaye aeronautics the wind tunnel, 
which proved of inestimable assisv- 
ance in developing the present 
highly efficient type ot airplanes. 
European automobile manufacturers, 
faced by the proviem uf prouuciny 
models highly economicai in iuel, 
are turning-to the wind tunnel to 
learn how to cut down air resistance 

“Wind tunnels in use in aero- 
nauticai research today consist of 
long tubes of large diameter through 
which the air may be forced at any 
desired speed by means of poweriul 
‘fans. The model airplane is 5sus- 
pended in position in tne air strcam 
by means or wires that are attuched 
to balancers for measuring the 
Stresses produced on the diiierent 
sections py the wind. 

. “The United States Bureau of 
Stanaards has three wind tunnels, 
one of which is ranked among we 
largest in the world. In one, which 
has a diameter of three teet, wind 
_traveling 150 miles an hour may be 
developed. Ancther, 4'4 feet in di-. 
ameter, cun develop a 7 mile an 
hour gale. The laryest, ten tect in 
‘diameter, develops a breeze of TW 
miles an hour, « windstorm which | 
would, if real, cause considerabli: | 
-property damage. Accurate contro} 
«make if possibile for the operator. to} 
increase ur decrease these synthetic 
gales at will. | 

“So effective has been the wind! 
tunnel in aeronautical researeh that | 
the automobile industry is adopting | 
it to its own particular needs. In the 
European tactories where the witd 
tunnel has been used, automobile 
models which would appear queer in 
the United States, where people are 
accustomed to convenvional design, | 
have been evolved, but they have 
the advantage of cutting as high as 
four horse power from the force re- 
quired to arive certain makes of 
automobiles at speed of thirty 
miles an hour
